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Claim 17 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
It is believed that Claim 17 should more properly depend from Claim 
13. Appropriate correction is required. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it refers 
to Claim 7, which is subject to change. Correction is required. See

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or 
described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the 
invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1, 3-16 and 18-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as 
being anticipated by Wu et al. (6,552,886). 

See Figure 4, wherein the timing element comprises RC network 
(24-27), (see Col. 4, lines 41-51 and Col. 5, lines 10-16). Feedback 
device or means for extending (for Claim 13) includes NFET (39), which 
is reasonably considered to be "in communication with said claimping 
device (30) and said output node of said timing element" (via Vss and 
capacitance 27) . 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the 
basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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This application currently names joint inventors. In considering 
patentability of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner 
presumes that the subject matter of the various claims was commonly 
owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of 
each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later invention 
was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 
U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 2 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Wu et al.. 

These claims add that the feedback device prevents said clamping 
device from turning off for at least the first 500ns of the ESD event. 
Wu et al. do not specifically recite 500ns, but clearly indicates that 
the clamping device is to stay on for most of the ESD event (however 
long that may be) (see Col. 4, lines 52-60) . It is known that ESD 
events vary in their duration, but it would have been obvious to 
ensure that the ESD event was covered by the clamping device, such as, 
for at least 500ns, so as to more fully discharge the ESD event, 
resulting in more complete protection of the core circuitry. 

Strauss (5,559,659) has been cited as a matter of interest.
